Recorder trouble 
cuts crew’s testing 


WASWNGTON. (APi — ,Jhc 
Suprme CoL^ said {Monday it will 
take a new look at the right of al* 
leged child abusers to' Question their 
j young accusers in court, weighing 
how far judges can go to protect 
children from having to testily. 

The court agreed lo hear an appe^ 
by an Illinois man who said hts 
rights were violated because he was 
convicted, based on hearsay testimo- ' 
ny, of sexually abusing n 4'yeor-old 
girl. The. child never took tho-wit- 
' ness stand. 

The Justices will decide, probably 
sometime in 1992, whether juries 
may hear out-of-court statements by 
children when the young alleged 
■victims ore available ond capable of 
testifying but ore excu^ from do- 
ing so. 

The i4sue is a recurring ooe,- 
sometimes. arising in disputes in 
whicly^nemS^t accuses the other 
of molesdhg a child. Reports of 
child-abuse cases now surpass two 


million a^ev. according to the Na- 
uohal’Coinmlttee fdr the Preveritibh 
of Child Abuse.

* Voted 6-3 to crack down on 
some people who -file frivolous ap- 
peals. The court altered its rules so 
that it can strip some poor people of 
the privilege of filing appeals with- 
out, having to pay a S300 filing fee 
plus significant printing costs.

..cose, whether, employers may imposerr: 
wage cuts or other changes in woslc- 
tng conditions before bargaining 
Udks..wi(h unions formally reach on 
impasse. 

* Agreed in a dispute between 
Yakima Indians and ofncials in 
Washington state to decide whether 
states and counties may tax Indiui- -

The ordinance targets cur-' 
few exceptions. Juvemles accompa- 
nied by a parent or guardian can be 
on the streets after curfew. Travel- 
ing to and from work is also al- 
lowed. 

The final exception is for any 
“lawful social activity.” But the cutt . 
rent ordinance does not define the 
term and became a problem in a re- 
cent curfew case, $obba said.- -• 

A juvenile repeat offender was 
arrest^ for firing a gun late at .

court, the judge threw it out because 
the definition of_”lau/fiil social ac- 
tivity” was too'va^e. 

“According to (hat judge's Inter- 
pretation and my, interpretation of 
what he interpreted, shooting in 
downtown Caldwell is a lawful so- 
cial activity,” Sobba said. “Obvi- 


ously, that's kind of concerning to

Is ‘fish fiush’ to save salmon waste of time?

LOWER GRANITE DAM, Wash. 
— Biologists, politicians and Snake 
River useis continue to debate 
whether on. experiment to flush 
yoting salmon downstream is more 
than water over the dam. 

' Water, levels in reservoirs behind

The idea is that less wator-in^lack- 
watSt pools mil make the, Snake Riv- 
' er flow futer and flush the young 
salmon, called smolts, to the sea 
more quickly. 

But the progr^, which begdn 
Wednesday, has critics who say they 
doubt it will have the intended effect 
of saving stpeks of wild salmon. 

“This is really just a demonstration 
of god^'fhltlrbj^e'coips. It really 
isn’t going to, speed up out-migration 
more than a 'few hours,” said John 
McKern, a fish and wildlife biologist 
in choi^ of several U.S. Atmy 
Corps of Engineers programs -to get 
fob past dam turbines and to the 
ocean. • - ■' 

”With stream flows the way they 
. are now, it takes fish 60 to 90 days to

Wild flsh also seem to have better 
survival traits than those raised in 
hatcheries and flshcrics managers 
think it is important to save wild 
stocks so those traits aren’t lost. Rod 
Nichols of the Idaho Department of
